been ordered back aboard the gun­ 
boat. 
Their stay on Nicaraguan soil was 
less than one day and the state de­ 
partm ent is not going to authorize 
any additional landings unless ab­ 
solutely necessary. 
Raids Reported Under Control 
Secretary Stimson made public 
Wednesday a telegram from M at­ 
thew E. Hanna. American minister 
in Managua, reporting bandit raids 
under control. The navy received a 
telegram stating th at the national 
guard had not returned to the be­ 
leaguered city of Puerta Cabezas 
and that, although the inhabitants 
are still panic-stricken, it is safe 
from attack.

BROADCASTING 


New Wave Length Used By 
Experts Between England 
And France. 


By Edward Stanley . 
London (AP(.—With the labora­ 
tory possibilities of radio transm is­ 
sion on an 18-centimeter wavelength 
established by actual test, engineers 
are now investigating its commer­ 
cial application. 
Wireless 
telephone 
and 
black- 
anca-white 
transmissions 
between 
stations at Dover, England, 
and 
Calais, France, was demonstrated 
with apparent ease. 
This process, 
officials estimate, 
opens up a “micro-metric” wave­ 
band nine times as grpat as in all 
the rest of the ordinary radio field 
Besides 
differing 
fundametally 
from present broadcasting, the new 
system differs in physical appear­ 
ance. 
Tse Small Antennae 
Instead of the great antennae and 
high-pottered transmitters, the aeri­ 
als—both receiving and transm it­ 
ting—are less than an inch long. 
The transmitting power is hall a 
watt. 
.In addition, reflectors directing a 
.special ray which oscillates 1,600 
million times a second play an im ­ 
portant part in the function of the 
apparatus. 
At the transm itter, voice is car­ 
ried to a device icnown as “micro- 
radion” tube, not unlike an ordinary 
tube in appearance. In this tube 
are generated the high frequencies 
necessary. 
These “micro-rays” are then led 
by two short transmission lines to 
an aerial measuring leas than an 
inch long. After concentration, by 
the rom bination of two reflectors, 
into a fine pencil of rays somewhat 
similar to the light rays sent out by 


a searchlight. *hev are thrown into 
space. The larger reflector m ea­ 
sures about 10'feet in diameter, and 
is arranged to lace iii the direction 
jf the distant receiver.

air and water through their roots 
and turn them into carbo-hydrates, 
the chemicals that produce most of 
the energy in all living things. 
Artificial Sun 
The 
artificial 
sun, 
soil 
and 
weather are operating in the base­ 
ment laboratory of Dr. Frederick S. 
Brackett, physicist of Smithsonian 
Institute. No genuine sunlight pene­ 
trates there. 
He uses them instead of real sun, 
earth and outdoor weather because 
he can control them and be sure 
the growing conditions of the wheat 
plants will not change during his 
experiments. 
This, he says, is es­ 
sential to measure the exact effect 
of varying amounts of light on the 
wheat plants. 
The synthetic “sun” consists of 
four powerful electric bulbs. 
They 
give light similar to sunlight but 
richer In red wavelengths. The a r­ 
tificial “soil” is water, containing 
all the chemicals a plant needs to 
grow. 
Air Is Kept Right 
The hand-made “weather” is air 
which Is kept always at exactly the 
same degree of heat and moisture 
as it circulates over the plants' 
leaves. 
The food elements in the "soil’’ 
have been specially studied by Dr 
Earl S. Johnston, plant physiolo­ 
gist of Smithsonian Institute, who 
is collaborating with Dr. Brackett 
in this work. 
Wheat seeds were first sprouted 
and then placed in holes In a cork, 
held there by cotton. The cork fits 
the neck of a glass vessel contain­ 
ing the nutrient solution that takes 
the place of soil. 
The roots reach down into this 
solution, and the leaves extend up­ 
ward inside a glass tube with double 
walls. 
Water, kept always at the 
same temperature, flow's between, 
the walls, so the temperature of the 
plant never varies. 
Air flows over 
the leaves through special tubes. 
The lengths of light waves vary 
according to the color of the light.
